T H E N EW T A R IF F BILL! 
The tariff hill upon which congress has 
worked continuously for almost eighteen 
months may become a law today . Speak­ 
er of the House Longworth, signed the 
measure Saturday in the presence of the 
entire membership of the house, which 
brought forth loud applause from the re­ 
publicans present. 
Vice President Curtis 
signed it this morning and it was at once 
submitted to President Hoov er, who will, 
it is announced, giv e his approv al and it 
will at once become a law, and go into 
effect immediately . 
It’s a curious fact that when it goes into 
effect upon the president attaching his 
signature, it is not what the president 
asked for or wanted, nor is it entirely 
satisfactory to the members of the con­ 
gress, but hav ing spent a y ear and a half 
on the thing they did not hav e the nerv e 
to turn it down. 
While 
the 
republicans 
fathered the 
measure and forced it through congress, 
there was much republican opposition, for 
20 republicans joined Mrs. Ruth Pratt of 
i ^ew York and 
the 
lone 
farmer-labor 
member and the 133 democrats in a 
fight against the bill in the house, but the 
14 democrats fav oring the passage of the 
bill because of the supposed farm relief 
prov isions joined the 208 republicans in 
a v ote for it and it was passed in the 
house by a majority of 69 , not as big a 
majority as was predicted or hoped for 
by the party leaders. 
The v ote was 222 
for to 153 against. The senate v ote stood 
44 for to 42 against. 
The measure as it goes to the White 
House carries 8 8 7 increases in rates, 250 
qt which are on farm products. 
The in­ 
crease in prices which will inev itably fol­ 
low will presumably help the farmer, but 
bow about the laborer and all the others 
who are not farmers. 
The tariff was re­ 
duced on some 234 articles used mostly 
by farmers. 
The whole intent of the bill was to fa­ 
v or the farmer and thus to fulfill the cam­ 
paign promises of two y ears ago. 
The 
farm board and “ Art Hy de“ were all cre­ 
ated for that one purpose. 
We hav e all had some opportunity to 
observ e how Hy de and his farm board are 
working. 
Whether the new tariff law will do any 
more for the farmers than Mr. Hy de and 
the farm board hav e done, time alone will 
tell, but there is one thing which stick out 
v ery prominently at this time and that 
is> 
this; that Mr. Hy de and the farm 
board to the contrary , grains af all sort 
are gradually but steadily declining in 
^rice and the markets of the world are 
feeing a tremendous crop from all sources. 
Just how it is all going to turn out 
i|o liv ing man can guess or control. 
■ The usual circumstances alone can and 
will hav e to gov ern. 
It is figured that this new rev enue bill 
\y ill produce 630 millions of dollars per 
annum for Uncle Sam’s treassury .

(iourse the farmer will hav e to pay his 
portion of this 630 millions, for it’s a 
“ einch” the importer is not going to pay 
it!

D A RK CLOUDS IN EU R O PE 
According to newspaper reports Horace 
Liv eright, w^ell knowm New York pub­ 
lisher w^ho w^ent to Europe some months 
ago as a “ good will diplomat” observ ed 
a great many things of which the Ameri­ 
can people might learn of interest, accord­ 
ing to the Hannibal Courier-Post. 
On his return to New York Mr. Liv e- 
right is quoted as say ing: 
“ France isn’t fighting the last war, she 
is preparing for the nex t. 
Germany isn’t 
supposed to hav e a standing army y et 
ev ery y outh has full military equipment. 
In England they are predicting an Ameri­ 
can panic, and seemingly rejoicing that 
its reaction will benefit them. 
“ The Danes hate the Norgegians and 
Swedes; the Norw^egians hate the Swedes 
and the Danes, and the Sw-edes hate the 
Danes and Norwegians. 
“ I was nev er so appalled in my life.” 
Mr. Liv eright is ev idently a good ob­ 
serv er. At least he is not alone in report­ 
ing conditions in Europe in a pessimistic 
way . 
For ex ample: 
All of the recent 
dispatches 
from 
Europe, 
touching on 
Franco-Italian relations, hav e declared 
there is danger of real conflict betw^een 
these two countries unless there is a 
quick “ about face.” 
Many Europeans ob­ 
serv ers declare that France is now fev er­ 
ishly preparing for war and that in case 
of trouble she will depend on her allies, 
the Jugo-SIav s, 
and 
if 
necessary , the 
Poles. 
And on the eastern horizon is the 
forbidding continent of sov iet Russia, arm­ 
ed to the teeth and w^aiting for a fav or­ 
able opportunity to hurl its well trained 
legions against the armies of the capital­ 
ist w^oiid. 
These are conditions which the theo­ 
retical pacifists are apt to ignore in their 
calculations. 
Many of them seem to be 
fondly deluded in the belief that if Uncle 
Sam should only scuttle his nav y and dis­ 
band his army there will be no longer the 
danger of war in the world. 
This attitude is so foolish that ev en a 
child could comprehend its absurdity . The 
conditions in Europe “ getting no better 
fast” to use a homely ex pression, it is cer­ 
tainly up to Uncle Sam to watch his step 
and so far as possible to remain at home, 
politically speaking, and mind his own 
business.

day. 
Also , fo r the first time in his 
life, he ro de in an au to mo bile. 
The 
ride was fro m the penitentiary to 
the 
capito l w'here 
Jo hnso n 
w’as 
taken fo r a brief talk wTth Go v erno r 
Cau lfield, 
who 
Satu rday 
paro led 
Jo hnso n fro m a life sentence fro m 
Law'rence Co u nty fo r mu rder. 
"W ingie" spent 4 years in A rkan­ 
sas penitentiary’ befo re co ming to 
the M isso u ri priso n. 
He was co n­ 
v icted o f killing ano ther yo u th, in 
a bo x car en ro u te to the harv est 
fields and so badly beating ano ther 
he alm o st died. 
Jo hnso n to ld the 
go v erno r all o f them were dru nk, 
a 
fight 
ensu ed, 
and 
he 
did 
no t 
kno w w’h at he had do ne u ntil he 
awo ke in jail. 
Bu t he adm its he 
Av as "bad" in his yo u th. 
He W’as 
nicknam ed 
"W ingie" 
becau se 
the 
lo w’er part o f his left arm is go ne— 
he pu rpo sely sho v ed it in a "to m ­ 
cat,” giant priso n o v erall machine, 
to escape w^o rk when first sent to 
priso n. 
"Yo u will nev er regret w’h at yo u 
hav e do ne fo r me," Jo hnso n to ld 
Go v erno r Cau lfield. 
"I am go ing 
right. 
In the early days my ho t 
tem per cau sed me lo ts o f tro u ble. 
Bu t it’s go ne no w. 
I’m a different 
man and I’v e learned a lo t." 
Go v erno r Co u lfield to ld Jo hnso n 
he ho ped he made go o d, becau se, 
am o ng o ther things, "the fate o f 
m any depend o n paro led m en like 
yo u . 
If a paro led m an go es bad, 
it tends to discredit the entire pa­ 
ro le system." 
The first eight m o nths in priso n 
here "W ingie" 
was 
a to u gh 
cu s­ 
to mer, o ld o fficials say, bu t he su d­ 
denly changed and since has been 
a mo del priso ner. 
In all the time 
he has been in the penitentiary he 
has 
nev er been o u tside the 
tall, 
gray 
sto ne 
Av ails. 
W hile in

priso n he learned 
the 
carpenter 
trade and 
is said to be a go o d 
wo rkman.
